ROME, June 9 (UP).—Diplomats 
said tonight that Mussolini intends 
to send his son-in-law and foreign 
‘minister, Count Galeagzo Ciano, to 
Madrid within two weeks to bring 
Spain into the new Italo-German 
military alliance. 

Prominent fascists, asserting that 
Spain already is “indissolubly 
united” with the Rome-Berlin axis, 
said they believed Ciano’s talks 
with General Francisco Franco 
would bring the Spanish army of 
1,000,000. men into the fascist war 
alliance.

The people of the Soviet Union are celebrating the 
875th anniversary of the birth of William Shakespeare 
with lectures, literaty evenings. The entire Soviet press 


is = 3 considerable space to evaluating Shakespeare’s 
works, 


An authoritative Soviet publication, “Theatre,” con- 
tains an article by S. Radlov, 
Spearean production in the Soviet theatre writes: 

“Shakespeare has gained a firm foothold on the 
Soviet stage during the past five or six years; he has 
become the, friend and teacher of our audience, the friend and teacher 
of our actors.” 

Prof. Y. Spassky answers a number of vital questions in a long 
introductory article in the magazine, “Shakespeare Without End.” the 
title of Coethe’s brief etude about the dramatist, is used for this 
article. 

Analyzing the works of the playwright, the professor ogserves that 
“of the two possible elements of tragic collision uncovered by the 
ancients—the element of guilt of 
the tragic hero and the element 
of his struggle against the reac- 
tionary, ovt-lived interests of hu- 
man life—Shakespeare gives dis- 
tinct preference to the latter, to 
the heroic surmounting of the ob- 
stacles on the path of human 
history.” A fierce life and death 
struggle takes place between 


their environment. And in this 
struggle the heroes suffer defeat 
and are destroyed. They either 
“encounter the 
ence of storms of life alien to their 
exalted aspirations (Brutus, Timon 
of Athens and Romeo) or come 
up against rapacious persons who 
destroy them with their evil, un- 
tamable energy (Hamlet, Othello 
and King Lear).” 

Why do Shakespeare's ideal 
heroes perish? They perish be- 
cause they have no place in their 
environment, because they are 
swept away by “evil” forces of the 
old feudal world that have outlived themselves. The rising class of the 
bourgeoisie is at best indifferent to the fate of these ideal heroes; at 
worst it adds faggots to their pyre. 

Shakespeare, Spassky maintains, ‘regarded the beginnings of the 
capitalist age with a scathing contempt which at times took the form 
of bitter hatred. Capitaism, which made of man a piece of human 
merchandise, was for Shakespeare the most terrible, the most shameful 
misfortune that had ever befallen man. ... 

“No, Shakespeare did not envision the man of the tuture in a 
capitalist environment. How did he envision him? He did not know, 
nor could he have known. Notwithstanding his denial of capitalism 
he nevertheless was infinitely far from an idealization of the past. 
He repudiated:in all his writings the feudal fetters that bound man. 
His heroes are always straining impetuously forward. ... 

“Utter, heroic selflessness, a stern search for the truth and-an avid 
desire to quaff the cup of human life to the dregs are the main char- 
acteristics of Shakespeare’s ideal héroes. That is why they remain 
magnificent to our day and will be magnificent to future Communist 
generations. Shakespeare will be dear to them as the great poet of in- 
cividuality, the poet who burst furiously, irrepressibly and sturmily into 
the kingdom of freedom.” 

Of consideratle interest in the magazine is “The Forgotten Shake- 
sveare,” an article by S. Krzhizhenovsky, eminent Soviet Shakespearean 
schelar. The author points out that notwithstanding the prominent 
piace occupied by Shakespeare in the repertories of Soviet theaters, a 
number of his works, particularly the cycie of historical chronicles, 
whichare of exceptional artistic value, seem to have been forgotten. 

Krhizhanovsky reminds his readers of a number of spiendid come- 
dies, such as “Winter’s Tale” and “The Tempest,” as well as a number 
of tragedies, including “Anthony and Cleopatra,” that might well be 
revived. His article is devoted to an analysis of the significance and 
value of these “forgotten” works, 

“The first and most important thing,” writes Radlov, who deals 
with questions of staging Shakespeare, “is to have ears, eyes, a heart 
and a head in ordef to be able to see, feel and imagine the real life 
of Shakespeare’s heroes, Above all it is necessary, in order to achieve 
this, to see eye to eye with Shakespedre ... to learn from Shakespeare 
himself and not from literature about Shakespeare, to strive to discover 
what Shakespeare thought and not what was thought avout Shake- 
speare.” 

The magazine publishes in its bibiiographical section an article by 
V. Stanevich entitled “Shakespeare and the Contemporary West.” ‘The 
author deals in this article with works on Shakespeare that have 
been published during the past two years in western Europe and 
America. 

“ShakeSpeare,” writes Stanevich, “is used by the most diverse social 
ercups for their own ends. He is saddled with the most conflicting 
outlooks; he is made now a philcsopher of the perishing of modern 

ulture (as in America), now an accomplice and ideologist of barbarity 
and cannibalism (as in the fascist countries) .” ‘

And “glamour,” like the surface 
sheen of the photography, was not 
enough. 

Not so long ago, a group of 
independent film exhibitors 
proved, by box-office analysis, that 
some of our biggest stars were poi- 
son at the box-office afid that their 
audiences. wanted good pictures 
primarily. And so, while this rang- 
limg and dissatisfaction was current, 
people turned with newly awakened 
interest to the documentary film, 
which all these years had been 
quietly but surely progressing along 
a dozen different fronts to its pres- 
ent-day perfection. Films like 
“Nanook,” “Moana,” “Grass” and 
“Chang” were huge financial suc- 
cesges long before the public was 
sated with artificial sereen. glamour. 
More recently, “Man of Aran” and 
“The Edge of the World,” not to’ 
mention the short films. sponsored | 
by the government, like “The Plow 
That Broke the Piains” and “The 
River” vied in no. uncertain terms 
with the glamour boys and girls 
of the movies. Two years ago, the 
most talked of film of the season 
in New York was “The Spanish 
Earth.” Thig season, both “Crisis” 
and “The 400,000,000" found ready 
audiences, while one of the most 
eagerly anticipated films is the 
forthcoming “Ecce Homo” of Pare 
Lorentz which the United Staten 
Film Service is sponsoring. 


Independent “Document- 
aries” Noteworthy 


The newsreel had persisted, dur- 
ing the film's early formative years, 
in carrying on the documentary 
principle and that of the true art of 
the cinema as @ new means of ex- 
pression. This was at a time when 
most films were merely photo- 
graphed stage plays and ne one 
realized the potentialities of the 
new medium to put life as it is ac- 
tually lived om the screen. Even 
newsreels were relegated to the re- 
cording of exceptional events in- 
volving royalty, diplomats, society 
people — the “stars” of the real 
world, so to speak. The official pic- 
tures taken by the various parti- 
cipating powers in the World War 
were the first important step for- 
ward in the development of the 
new 1 into documentary. Later 
_the newsreel became an all-seeing 
eye that was everywhere, ready at a 
moment's notice to record history 
at the moment-it was in the making 
as, for instance, the remarkable 
scenes of the assassination of the 
King of Yugoslavia which a Fox 
Movietone cameraman secured. 

Especially noteworthy are the inde- 
pendently produced short documen- 
tary film such as “The Plow That 
Broke the Plains,” “The River,” 
“People of the Cumberland” and 
such equally notable British exam- 
ples as “Drifters,” “Contact,” “Night 
Mail,” “The Song of Ceylon” and 
“North Sea.” Whether the subject 
be soil or forest conversation, trade 
unionism, the herring fisheries, avia- 
tion or commerce, in each case the 
function of the documentary film to 
be honest and straightforward first 
and to have indigenous cinematic 
form immediately afterwards has 
been kept foremost in the minds of 
their creators.

The accomplishments of the 
screen documentaries have been 
cumulative; each breaks ground for 
the other and for new visions to 
come that will clarify the life of 
our time to the millions te whom 
the films are the reflection of the 
modern world. This they will do 
directly, through their own forth- 
rightness, or through their growing 
influence.
